23. Full of all diſeaſes as he is, he fancies himſelf 
in perfect health: faſt hound in miſery and iron, he 
dreams that he is happy, and at liberty. He ſays, 
peace, peace, while the devil, as. a ſtrong, man 
armed, is in full poſſeſſion of his ſoul. He fleeps 
on ſtill, and takes his reſt, though hell is moved 
from beneath to meet him; though the pit from 
whence there is no return, hath opened it's mouth 
to ſwallow him up. A fire is kindled around kim, 
yet he knoweth it not; yea, it burns him, yet he 


lays it not to heart. 
4. By one who ſleeps, we are. therefore to under- 
ſtand, (and would to God, we might all underſtand 
it) a ſinner ſatisfied” in his fins; contented to re- 
main in his fallen ſtate, to live and die without the 
image of God: one Who is ignorant both of his 
diſeaſe and of the only remedy for it: one who 
never was warned, or never regarded the warning 
voice ef God, to flee from the wrath to come: 
one that never yet ſaw he was in danger of hell- 
fire, or cried in the carneſtnefs of his ſoul, What 
muſt I dg t be taved?? 
5 If this fleeper be not outwardly vicious, his 
fleep is uſually the deepeſt of all: whether he be of 
the Laodicean ſpirit, neither cold nor Het, but a 
quiet, rational, inoffenſive, good-natured profeſlor, 
of Me religion of his fathers; er whether he be 
acalous and orthoden, and after the ſtraiteſt "left of 
our elimony lives a phariſee, that is, according ta 
the ſcriptural account, one that juſtiſies himſelf; 
ene that labours to eſtabliſh his dwn righteouſneſs, 
as the ground of his acceptance with God. 
i de whe e g the form ofyodlineſs, 
denies che power thereof; yea, and probably reviles 
it whereſoever it is found, as mere extrayagance and 
deluGon. Meati-while, the wretched ſelf-deceiver 
thanks God that he is not as other men are; adul- 


terers,

terers, unjuſt, extortioners: no, he doth no wrong 
to any man. He faſts twice in a weck, uſes all 
the means of grace, is conſtant at church and ſacra- 
ment; yea, and gives tythes of all that he hath, - 
does all the good that he can: touching the righte- 
ouſneſs of the law, he is blameleſs: he wants no- 
thing of godlineſs, but the power; nothing of reli- 
gion, but the ſpirit; nothing of chriſtianity, but 
the truth and the life !. 8 | 

7. But now not, that however highly cſteem- 
ed among men ſuch a.chriſtian as this may be, he 
is an abomination in the ſight of God, and an heir 
of every woe, which the- Son of God yeſterday, 
to-day, and for ever denounces agginft ſcribes and 
pronnes hypocrites ! He hath made clean the out- 

c of the cup and the-platter, but within is full of 
all filthineſs. An evil diſcaſs cleaveth ſtill unto 
him; ſo that his inward are very "wickedneſs. . 
Our Lord fitly. compares him to a painted ſepulchre, 
which a beautiful without; but. nevertheleſs - 
is full of * es bones, and of all uncleanneſs. 
The bones indeed are no longer dry; the finews and 
the. fleſh are come upon them, and the ſkin covers 
them above: but there is no- breath in them, no 
Spirit of the living Cod. And if any-man have 
not the Spirit of Chriſt, he is none of his. Ve are 
Chriſt's, if ſo be that-the Spirit of God dwell in 
you, But .if.not, God knoweth that. ye abide in 
death, even until now. 4-07 

8. This is another character of the ſleeper here 
ſpoken. to. . He-abides in death, though he knows 
it not, He is dead unto God, dead-in r and 
ſins. For, to be carnally minded, is death. Even 
as it is written, by one man ſin entered into the 
world, and death by ſin: and ſo death paſſed upon 
all men, not only temporal death, but hkewiſe ſpi- 
ritual and eternal. In the day thou eateſt (ſaid God 
to Adam) thou ſhalt ſurely die: not bodily, (unleſs 
' as he then became _— but ſpiritually : thou 
ſhalt loſe the life of thy ; thou ſhalt die to God; 
ſhalt be ſeparated from him thy cflential life and 
— bappjacls, e ee eee 
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9. Thus firſt was diſſolved the vital union of our 
ſoul with God; inſomuch that in the midſt of natu- 
ral life we are now in fpiritual death. And herein 
we remain, till the ſecond Adam becomes a quick- 
ening ſpirit to us; till he raiſes the dead, the dead 
in ſin, in pleaſure, riches, er honours, But before 
any dead foul can live, he hears (hearkens to) the 
voice of the Son of God; he is made fenſible of his 
loſt eſtate, and receives the ſentence of death in 
himſelf, He knows himſelf to be dead while he 
liveth, dead to God and all the things of God; having 
no more power to perform the actions of a living 
chriſtian, than a dead body to perform the functions 
of a living man. | TT 

10. And moſt certain it is, that one dead in fin, 
has not ſenſes exereiſed to difcern fpiritual good and 
evil: having eyes, he ſees not; he hath ears, and 
hears not, He doth not taſte and fee that the Lord is 
_ gracious, He hath het ſeen God at any time, nor 
heard his voice, nor handled the word of life, In 
vain is the name of Jeſus like ointment poured 
_ forth, and all his garments ſmell. of myrrh, aloes, 
ard caſſia. The "1 that fleepeth in death, hath 
no perception of any objects of this kind. His 
heart is paſt feeling, and underſtands none of 
theſe things, 

11. And hence, having no ſpiritual ſenſes, no 
inlets of ſpiritual knowledge, the natural man re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of God; nay, 
he is ſo far from receiving them, that whatſoever is 
9 diſcerned, is mere fooliſhneſs unto him. 

e is not content with being utterly ignerant of 
GE things, but he denies the very exiſtence of 

em. And ſpiritual ſenſation itſelf, is to him the 
fooliſhneſs of folly. How, ſaith he, can theſe things 
be? How can any man know he 1s aliye to God ? 
Even as you know, that your body is now alive. 
Faith is the life of the foul; and if ye have this 
life abiding in you, you want no mark to evidence 
1 but that divine conſciouſneſs, that wit- 
neſs of God, which is more, and greater, than ten 
thouſand human witneſſes, 413 11
